Mason 
told of the work he is doing in but- 
lying orchards throughout the peach"

bacterial spot, • which has 


been extremely severe in many or- 
chards this year. At the present 
time, pruning off all old damaged 
twigs, and spraying with zinc-lime 
especially on early foliage, offer 
most; protection. 


At other stops during the morn- 


ing tour, P. C. Sandal, of the agro- 
nomy department of the College of 
Agriculture discussed pasture de- 
velopment; W. R.'Perkins, exten- 
sion agronomist, decribed the soil 
run-off studies being carried on 
at the station; and F. M. Meade, 
professor of forestry at the College, 
discussed timber management. Mr. 
Meade pointed out that 
proper 


spacing is most important in set- 
ting out a farm woodlot. For ex- 
ample, trees planted in 1937 at 4- 
by 4-foot intervals. made no more 
than trees set out 5 years later 
but spaced 7 feet by 7 feet. The 7- 
foot spacing seemed to give most 
tree growth in experiments at the 
station, he said. 


A special feature'of this year's 
study day was the unit farm ma- 
chinery demonstration. An'80-acre 
farm with 40 acres in cropland was 
taken as a unit. On: display were 
the equipment required to work the 
farm with horse-power, and to work 
it as a mechanized unit. The re- 
quired equipment on a mechaniz- 
ed farm included a small tractor, 
a plow, a 6-foot tandem disk har- 
row to fit the tractor, row crop 
cultivator, planter with fertilizer 
attachment, spike-toothed harrow, 
mower, side delivery hay rake, 
middle buster, and wagon or trail- 
er. Equipment needed on a horse- 
powered farm would include 3-4

In his poem, "An Interview With 
Myles Standish," James Russell 
Lowell wrote of "men of vision, 
whose gaunt eyes see golden ages 
rising."

Russia and six satellite countries 
have been staging a highly secret 
conference, in Warsaw, and 
are 


authoritatively stated to be consid- 
ering the creation of a separate 
state in Eastern Germany, 'iney 
also are said to be planning another 
assault on the Marshall plan. 
Present in this meeting are rep- 


resentatives of the Soviet Union 
Albania Poland, Yugoslavia, Czech- 
oslovakia, Bulgaria, Romania and 
Hungary. The Russian delegation 
is headed by none other than For- 
eign Minister Molotov, 
Stalin's 


right-hand man. The streets o'f the 
polish capital have been lined with 
ihousands of troops armed with 
ommy-guns to ensure the safety 
and privacy of the conferees who 
have been meeting Wilanow Palace- 


Should Moscow create a separate 


German state it would of course 
30 added to the satellite nations 
vhich Russia overran during and 
since the war. 
A most extraordinary and danger- 


ous aspect of this situation is that 
once proud capital city of Berlin 
hos in the heart of the Russian zone 
although it is partitioned among 
the four allies for purposes of mili- 
tary occupation. 
Thus not only 


would both Eastern and Western 
Germany be deprived of the capital 
but the most important communi- 
cations center of all Europe would 
be divided against itself — a badly 
crippled giant. 


Actually such a Russian move 


would formalize a situation which 
already exists in effect. The dif- 
ference would be that hope of a 
united 
Germany would be killed 
dealing a heavy blow to 


, 
European economic reha- 
bilitation. Germanv long has been 
a keystone of continental economy 
and the Western Allies have been 
striving for unity in order to speed 
the general program of recovery.
